A large section. of the public 
of Hengkong owes a, debt" of 
gratitude to the Hoa. Mr. Pollock 
for csiling the Government’s 
attention toa matter of pressing 
importance in ‘these hot dayr 
namely, sa° to whet steps the 
Government are taking, cr sre 
intending to take, to provide the 
publio with bathing fscililies st 
North Point acd Wert Point; 
asin previous years. To theee 
timely questions, the Hon, Col- 
onial Secretary replied that the 
asual facilities are being provided 
at Kennedy Town, as in recent 
years. So'far, this is-ratiefeotory, 
and the facilities in question will 
gertainly be much appreciated by 
those whe find it more convenient 
to bathe at Kennedy Tows than 
at North Point.. Regardirg the 
latter betbing place, the reply 
ia not only insufficient, but it is 
entirely ancatisfactory. The 
facilities at North Point, the Hon.
